He escaped rrom the state hospital 
for the criminal insane here when the 
gate was opened to admit n milkman 
Sunday morning, darted into a power 
ful automobile that stood waiting out 
side and is believed to have reached 
Connecticut, thirty miles away. 
The 
last seen of him was at a hamlet L liir 
teen niil°s “ ast. through which the au 
tomobile rushed at 7<t miles an hour 
ten m i n ut e s after leaving the asylum 
Hospital authorities 
believe 
Thaw- 
had relays of 
automobiles 
stationed 
along the road to Cong Island sound, 
where thpy- think he has hoarded a 
yacht waiting with steam tip to rush 
him to Europe 
At night the hospital authorities felt 
re* fain that at h as* Thaw was outside 
the state. Once be\ond its boundaries, 
only years of litigation ran bring him 
bock, and then only it) one eve>*t. that 
he be adjudged insane in the state to 
which he has fled

There are too many cows In herds 
of the American farmer that do uut 
puy for their own keep, much less 
yielding a profit, but the unscientific 
dairyman who relies alone ou bis eyes 
and own judgment rather than ou rec­ 
ords of yield and Income, keeps ou 
uutil be bus bis eyes opeued by tbe 
progress of bis neighbor, who may 
have Joined a cow testing association. 
As Illustrative of tbe difference in 
value of the average cows in a heixl. 
may be cited tbe record of the work 
of cow-testing associations in opera­ 
tion in tbe state of Iowa since 1909. 
The beHt cow of tbe 688 tested re­ 
turned a profit of $106.77, while tbe 
poorest cow showed a loss of $19 .4 4 . 
The average profit from the best cow 
in each of the 46 herds tested was 
$59 04, and from the poorest cow ia 
each herd. $16.(53. 
From the data p» « - 
sented it has been estimated that ten
